c o u n t r y together, all are living except 
two, and those two died in good old age. 
They are now eighty four in number, 
making a very good increase lor 28 
years. 
From time to time accessions 


have been made to their numbers, by 
emigra"ts from their native country, 
so that there are now in Switzerland 
and its vicinity about 200 Swiss ; and 
we venture to say that the same num- 
ber of people cannot be found in the 
United Slates of America, in whose 
honesty and integrity more confidence 
can be placed. 
They live and associ- 


ate w i t h one another as human beings 
should, like members of one great fam- 
ily. 
Retaining most of the customs of 


their n a t i v e land, they are generally 
surrounded by plenty, and in their dwel- 
lings aie found cheerfulness and hospi- 
tality . — V'e uuy Mon ilor.

Sec. of so simple a con- 
struction, thai if the results are such as 
the inventor assures me they are, and 1 
have no reason to doubt his word, be- 
cause he has machines already in oper- 
ation, and misbtaiemenis could be easi- 
ly detected, i; must in a few yea>-s, do 
away with the old method of grinding 
with stones. 
A machine capable of be- 


ing worked by one man, grinds forty 
pounds of French wheat (about 44- Ibs. 
of English) in an hour,capable of mak- 
ing more than a barrel of Hour per duy. 
allowing eight hours labor. 
The fiour 


is bolted at the same operation, and 
comes out superfine flour. It is made 
without heating ihe Hour in the least, 
which is considered to add to the qaali- 
3y of ihe flour, and to render il moiefit 
for keeping ; and he assures me that it 
produces mon; Hour from grinding H 


, and that the result of a trial made 


by the first baker in Paris, is that there 
was a g.ii:i of eight per cent, in the 
qualily of bread over flour made in the 
ordinary way. There appears lo be no 
doubt of its success.

A 
limekiln was built some few years ago 
at a seaport town, and in order to pre- 
vent an ornamental exterior of calcare- 
ous stone from being affected by the 
heat, a double wall was contrived, hav- 
ing a space of four inches in the cen- 
tre. filled with sand. 
The shaking cau- 


sed by the carls passing near caused a 
gradual settlement of the sand, and be 
fore long the external wall gave way in 
all directions. 
Loose earth produces 


the same effect, but in a less degree : 
and it is observable, lh-.it walls built a- 
gainst banks of earth, though they re- 
sist the pressure perfectly well at first. 
yield to it by degrees, and ultimately 
f a l l , whenever the earth is of a crumb- 
ling nature. 
The formula, for calcula- 


ting the necessary thickness of such 
wall, does not take into account this 
singular wedge-like property; indeed. 
it might be difficult lo assign any force 
equivalent to so extraordinary a pres- 
sure, w h e r e dry loose sand is the sub- 
stance of the soil.

But what a shame 


it is that the Word of God should be 
thus taxed, to put money into the pock- 
ets of a couple of individuals, or into 
the coffers of a couple of lazy corpora- 
tions. • Of the money subscribed lo tht 
Bible Society, for ihe distribution of 
the Scriptures, no smaller sum than 
.£.500,000 has been absorbed by those 
monopolists ! Or, in other words, they 
have pocketed as much money of thai 
Society as would have put into circula- 
tion ten millions of bound copies of the 
New Testament ! Au inquiry into this 
most flagrant abuse of patent rights is 
now taking place, and it becomes every 
man who desires the distribution of the 
Scriptures, to protest against the ini- 
quitous impost.—^Manchester Times.
